Chinese themselves are not too prone to ob- 
seryg what we call the close season and it is 
therefore all'the more notable that we should 
be read-a lesson by them. The whole thing 
is a corollary of the opening of the new 
Kowloon Railway. Since its inauguration, 
the number of shooting parties has increased 
three or fourfold. Before the line’ was ever 
laid, many of us must have vivid recollections 
of long waiting: in the cold carly mornings of 
winter while the Sanichun launch was , get: 
ting steam -up and of the bitter winds that 
seemed to strike to the marrow before we 
entered the Samchun River. At the end, 
however, we were ‘always assured of a good 
day's shooting. Now, apparently, all that is 
going to be changed, simply because of the 
misbehaviour of a certain section of guns 
mép.
